raati*  Objooto  voro  notiood  by  Sadav  Operator*  Alroraft  Conaander,  Uarlgator  and 
BeiAadlor*  The  objoot  waa  firet  lighted  on  a bearing  of  330^  trareliag  South*  The 
ebjeot  trarelled  aoroei  tho  leope  in  approzisntely  16  to  20  loeonde  on  the  100  mile 
range  totting*  In  a fee  idmztei  thii  ob^eot  waa  Joined  by  ^e  otherif  whloh 
Utappoared  in  a fee  alnutea*  At  ahort  rangea  the  ebjeot  eaa  largo  and  well  definad 
on  the  radar  loope*  The  objeot  would  go  off  for  about  100  nilea*  t\im  and  eoma  in 
aa  if  for  an  attaek*  paaa  through  the  oenber  of  the  aoope  (where  it  waa  loot)*  and 
emerge  on  the  ether  aide*  The  objeot  remained  in  the  radar  aoope  for  approximately 
80  ninutea*  folleeing  the  alroraft  all  tho  time*  The  radar  operator  awitehed  rangea 
and  piokod  up  the  objeot  on  the  20  and  60  mile  lotting*  Xo  aurfaoe  Toaaela  were  noted 
on  the  aoope  during  the  ineident*  twiee  the  objeot  eane  to  within  20  mllea  of  the 
alroraft  and  then  apparently  had  the  ability  to  horer,  for  the  aoTenent  on  tha  radar 
aoope  would  eeaae  for  6 to  15  aeoonda*  The  altitude  of  aircraft  6«29  1728  waa 
10*000*  preiaure,  flying  atraight  and  leeel  at  all  tinea  of  obaerration*  After 
alterii^  oourae  the  objeot  no  longer  appeared,  but  the  radar  waa  jasaned  for  aoproxl* 
■ately  10  ndnutea  and  returned  to  nonnal  after  eroaaing  over  tho  eoaitline  of  Texaa*
